Auditor Believes RushviHe City and 


Township May Redeem Town- 


ships Which Lost. 


With four of the twelve townships 


iu the county out it appears that the 
valuation of personal ' property in 
Rush county this year will be less 
than it was last year. But the re- 
turns from Rushville city and the 
township outside the corporate limits 
are not in yet, and this may change 
the complexion of'the results of this 
year's assessment. 


Only personal property was as- 


sessed this year. Real estate is as- 
sessed every four years, and last 
year the time for such assessment. 
Wednesday was the last day for tak- 
ing assessments, as prescribed by 
law. The assessors are given three 
days in which to make their returns 
to the county auditor. Thus it will 
be seen today was the last day for 
them to report. At noon they were 
all in except those from Orange, 
Rushville, Washington and Noble. 


If there is a loss in property valu- 


ation this year, as compared with 
last, and there is very likely to be 
one shown by the assessors' returns 
unless Rushville townhip makes 
a 


large gain, it will be due largely to 
the ravages of hog cholera last fall 


and. 
winter. This is the opinion of 


Jesse 
Stone. 
00111113- auditor, 
the 


county assessor, John F. Moses, and 
a liumber of farmers. 


There is a precipitable loss in cash 


this year in the eight townships that 
have "already reported. 
This is be- 


lieved to be due to partial failure of 
the corn crop last falU which did rfot 
bring as much financial return as it 
generally does, and which according- 
ly made inroads on the farmers' bank 
accounts. 


"In the eight townships that are al- 


eady in." said the county auditor 
.idiiy, "the total loss is greater than 
lie total gain, which,makes a loss in 
lie eight townships. There 
was 
a 


light gain in properly valuation in 
ome townships, but'«> the losses in 
itlier townships more than offset the 
;ain. 


"I believe t h a t Rushville township 
nd the city of Rushville will show a 
iig gain in personal property over 
ast year. It will have to show a 
-ery big increase however, to make a 
gain in the whole county over last 


-ear. 
And too. if the three townships 


3ut yet would all show a gain instead 
of a loss there is a strong possibility 
hat the county may yet stand a 
chance for an increase in personal 
)roperty. 


The assessors books show the total 


valuation of all the personal property 
in their township, the number of polls 
and the number 'of male and female 
dogs. In Ripley township, Carthage 
orporation, Posey 
township' and 


Washington township the assessors' 
recapitulations do not account for 
the dogs in the township. 
This is 


thought to be an oversight as it is 
hardly believed to be possible that 
those four county divisions could 
free of dogs.

set for special hearing. 
When he 


heard Sergt. Str'eit's story he com- 
plimented the officer for his action, 
saying that it was the best work an 
officer could do. 


The girl was slated under a fic- 


titious name and gave her home as 
Peru, but when her father read the 
first vague accounts of her ease he 
thought it was his daughter and came 
to Indianapolis on- the 
first 
train. 


Judge Collins knew him for the fath- 
er of the girl as soon as he saw his 
features, and sent him to the Faith 
Home to get her. 


The girl was refused admission at 


the resort because she looked 
too 


young, but would not turn away, say- 
ing she must have a roof over her 
head anil wanted to work in the ki,tch- 
en if^uothing else was possible.

Hun- 
dreds of the best specimens obtain- 
able are brought before the students 
in these courses. Flocks and herds of 
pure bred animals, under the best 
practical methods of managing and 
handling them, are maintained on the 
universit}' farm where they are avail- 
able to the students for study and ob- 
servation. Large numbers of animals 
Involved in various experiments re- 
lating io feeding, breeding, etc., are 
under the observation of the students 
throughout the year. Courses in ihe 
management, 
breeding, feeding and 


production, including the study and 
discussion of scientific principles and 
the best methods used on well regu- 
lated, successful farms in this 
and 


other states, give the students a 
knowledge of all phases of the busi- 
ness, which should enable them to 
make a success of their work. The 
results of experimental work and suc- 
cessful breeders and feeders through- 
out the country are summarized and 
studied in the class room.

struction in animal husbandry is of- 
fered in farmers' short courses, farm- 
ers' institutes and in meetings of feed- 
ers and breeders held at the univer- 
sity, and in other parts of the state.

Baton Rougs, La., May 18.—As an 


organization the Republican party no 
longer exists in Louisiana. Its fran 
chise was lest when official returns ol 
the April elections were read in the 
joint session of the general assemblj 
and the result formally promulgated 


Only 4.961 votes were cast for the 


Republican candidates, and as this is 
less than the 10 per cent required b> 
state law, the organization no longer 
exists.

in the future is by petition, as has 
been the case with independent can 
didates. The forfeit of the franchise 
also prevents the party from availing 
itself of the provisions of the state 
primary law.

has lately published the data gather- 
ed. One of the facts that should be ol 
value to every feeder of steers was 
that when corn silage was added to 
a ration of shelled corn, cottonseed 
meal and clover hay the result was a 
more rapid as well as'a cheaper gain 
and a higher finish OB the cattle; that 


cattle fed corn silage shed their coats 
earlier in the spring; that a smaller 
quantity of grain was consumed when 
silage was fed; that the steers receiv- 
ing cottonseed meal and corn silage 
fattened more rapidly, required less 
finish, distributed the fat more evenly 
and brought a higher market price 
than similar cattle that did not re- 
ceive the two feeds. 


Pasture Crops. 


Another circular which is demand- 


ing consideration in view of the dis- 
astrous effects of the drouth and un- 
favorable weathor conditions on last 
year's clover crop, is "Supplementary 
Pasture Crops," by F. C. King of the 
department of animal husbandry, and 
Prof. M. L. Fisher of the Purdue soils 
and crops department. The circular 
suggests the use of rape, cow-peas, 
soy beans, Canadian field peas, etc., 
to return prompt food values, as well 
as the planting, under favorable con- 
ditions, of oats, rye, vetch, .crimson 
clover, sorghum, root crops, pumpkins, 
etc. This circular. No.135, maytbe had 
upon application to the Purdue experi- 
ment station. La Fayette, Ind. 


The effect of liming on Indiana 


soils as a means of nuetralizing harm 
ful 'acids in the soil is the basis ol 
study contained in Circular 33, recent- 
ly issued by the soils and crops de- 
partment of the Purdue experiment 
station. The bulletin covers the ques- 
tion exhaustively, showing under wh» 
conditions and in .what quantities lint 
should be applied.

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Socialists' Prophecies. 


While the Republicans and Demo- 


crats are choosing delegates to the 
national conventions which are more 
than a month in the distance, 
the 


Socialist party is holding its own as- 
semblage. It is in session at Indian- 
apolis and is expected to last several 
days. The usual boasts are being 
made about the conquests which are 
just ahead of it. 


Some of the orators declare that it 


will poll 2,000,000 votes 
this year, 


while others, more modest, say that 
1,000,000 are all that it can reason- 
ably look for. As we heard similar 
claims made at this time in the cam- 
paign of 1908, and as Debs, that par- 
ty's presidential candidate, obtained 
a total of only 420,000, or just 18,- 
000 more than he won in 1904, the 
present prophesies of the boomers at 
Indianapolis are not likely'to frighten 
either the Republican or the Demo- 
cratic campaign managers. 


Yesterday Debs was renominated 


a fourth time. There is much specu- 
lation as to whether Debs is a strong 
enough man to compete with the new 
situation which has entered into the 
party's elements. Of this {he St. 
Louis Globe Democrat says: 


The situation which the Socialists 


face in 1912 is different 
from that 


which confronted them in 1908 or in 


. any previous year. A revolutionary 
element, the Industrial Workers of 
the World, is to have some influence 
in the convention which 
has just 


opened in Indianapolis.- The I. W. W. 
say that 
Socialism, as 
conducted 


along to this time, is too slow and too 
peaceful for them. They declare, in 
the words of one of iheir leaders, that 
"salvation will not come through a 
Socialist majority of intellectuals in 


the House of Representatives or the 
Senate,- but through a minority of de- 
termined 
workingmen leading 
the 


masses into battle in the economic 
field." 
This is belligerent talk. It 


is more robust than anything ever 
heard from Congressman Berger, ex- 
Mayor Seidel or any other recognized 
Socialist chieftain in recent times. It 
evidently means war en society. ]t 
would make the program of the Debs 
rebels in the Chicago railway strike 
of 1904 national. 


The advent of this new specter in 


the political field gives a peculiar in- 
terest to the Socialist national gath- 
ering. The aim of the I. W. W. is to 
wage persistent war against capital, 
to incite strikes in all the industries. 
Wages and hours of work are not of 
any consequence in these outbreaks 
except as pretexts. The aim is to ir- 
ritate, to exhaust and to impoverish 
capital, so as to put industry of all 
sorts in the hands of the workers.

sprinkle with finely cut broiled ham, 
or fried ham, a sprinkling of onion 
grated and seasoning of red and green 
pepper chopped, salt and then another 
layer of rice. Pour over a generous 
amount of tomato, and bake until 
thoroughly heated through. The sea- 
soning of this dish-will make or mar 
it. . 


Southern Rice.—Melt a fablespoon- 


ful of butter in a frying pan, add a 
clove of garlic and a large, chopped 
onion, a cup of washed rice. 
Keep 


stirring the rice until it is slightly 
brown and crisp. Then add a cup of 
tomato vand fill the pan with boiling 
water. Cook until the rice is tender 
without stirring^ if possible, as each 
grain will stand out by itself. 


Chicktn Stew.—Cut up a chicken 


with a clove of garlic and two small 
onions; cook until half done, then add 
the following sauce: 


Melt two tablgspoonfuls of butter in 


a frying pan; add a tablespponful of 
flour and a generous sprinkling of cay- 
enne. When well cooked add salt and 
a cup of tomatoes; stir and cook, add- 
ing salt and sage, if liked. 


Poached eggs. are. very nice for a 


supper dish with the above sauce.

POULTRY HOUSE FOR FARMER 


Expensive and Elaborate Structure is 


Not Necessary, but Dry, Well 


Ventilated One Is. 


(By J. W. GRIFFIN.) 


The size of our home poultry-build- 


ing is 16x40 feet, 6 feet at the front 
cave", and 7 at the rear eave, and 8 
feet at ihe comb.. The floor should 
be the natural earth if the house is 
located on a well drained place. If 
not, there should, of course, he a plank i 
floor. 


For the convenience of the keeper, 


the building should be divided into 
three rooms in'the front part; the 
hallway at the rear should run the 
entire length of the building. 
The 


hallway is 4 feet wide; this will leave 
the three rooms 12x13 feet. 


The partitions between these rooms 


should be made solid two and one- 
half feet high. The rest of the parti- 
tion can be of poultry-wire netting. 
i 


The upper part of the partition be- 


tween the hallway and the rooms is 
made of wire netting. In the hallway 
we keep the- supply of food for the 
poultry, and a few barrels of road- 
dust that we gather up during a dry 
time In the summer. This Is for the 
dust-boxes during the winter, when 
the hens should not be out on the 
cold ground. 


The watering and feeding troughs 


are set along the slatted partition, 
just Inside the hallway; the chickens 
reach through between the slats for 
their food and water.

Having 
wonderful absorbent powers, especial- 
17 for gases, only a small quanitjf 
should he put into the feed hoppers 
at a time on account of its absorptive 
nature. 


It should be kept in a thoroughjy 


dry vessel w,ith a close-fitting cover, 
so als to exclude.the air. If charcoal 
is heated well before given to the 
poultyi it will have a tendency to 
drive off the impurities which may 
have become absorbed, and it will be 
equal to fresh charcoal.

AN UNPRECEDENTED SITUATION 


When Star of Detroit Team Punched 


Face of Insolent New Yorker, Ban 
Johnson Indefinitely Suspended Him 
—Now His Teammates Declare That 
So Long as This Suspension Holds 
They Will Not Play. 


New York, May IS.—Over in Phila- 


delphia a situation unprecedented in 
organized baseball has been created. 
Detroit players, in sympathy with Ty 
Cobb in his action in punching a spec- 
tator at the American League park, 
Mew York, last Wednesday, resented 
the sentence of indefinite suspension 
inflicted on the star by Ban Johnson, 
by declaring they would not play ball 
again unless Cobb is at once rein- 
stated. 


The Detroit team virtually has mu- 


tinied, and unless the players cool 
down and weaken on their expressed 
determination not to play, there is 
likely to be drastic action by the pow- 
ers that be and action which will af- 
fect American League affairs to a far- 
reaching extent. The Tiger players are 
an angry lot. They sent a telegram 
to Johnson, saying in substance that 
they feel that Cobb was unjustly 
treated and unless the matter is ad- 
Justed to their satisfaction and Cobb 
reinstated, there will be no further 
games. Johnson received word of the 
players' action enroute to Cincinnati, 
at Syracuse. 


"Detroit will play or it will cost 


somebody a snug sum of money," was 
Johnson's somewhat cryptic answer to 
the threat. The executive went on to 
say that Cobb would not be seen in 
the line-up today and that he would 
not play for some time. "The suspen- 
sion has not been lifted and will not 
be until all the evidence possible rel- 
ative tq_the affair is in my hands," 
said Johnson. 


When President Navin of Detroit 


heard of the affair, he said that if the 
players struck he would have to get 
another team to take their places or 
pay $5,000 a day forfeit or relinquish 
his franchise. 


All sorts of rumors have come out 


of Philadelphia. 
One was that the 


Athletics players waited on Mack and 
told him that if the Detroit men re- 
fused to take the field, they (the Ath- 
letics) would do likewise.
